i. KNOWN the Big Muddy. Missouri 
for many years and have traveled hun- 
dreds of miles on its waters. Through 
the Dakotas it runs “too thick to drink, 
too thin to plow,” its waters yellow with 
clay or smoky gray with silt. But it has 
always been a waterfowler’s paradise. 
Because it is the only north-and-south 
waterway in that area to serve as both 
guide and beacon to the migrating 
wedges of wildfowl, it is likely to con- 
tinue so until the end of time. 

‘Huge flocks of Canada-grown mal- 
lards follow its course, rest on its slack 
waters, and feed on the rich grains of 
the nearby Corn Belt flats and plateaus. 
White-fronted and cackling geese, and 
the mighty Canadas too, loiter along it 
during their southward migration. The 
Big Muddy’s major drawback is its wide 
treacherous channel, for in good gun- 
ning weather the sand bars offer vir- 
tually no shelter from Arctic blasts. Fine 
sand whips up and filters into your gun, 
your mouth and nose, even into the 
pores of your skin. It acts like Grade 
000 sandpaper, cutting and grinding 
away with every motion until it draws 


blood.

But my autumn’s take of ducks had 
been lean, so when “Red” Watt sug- 
gested we try it I was easy to convince

ad enough trained men to examine 
an army, it still wouldn’t be that 
y. The only way you could spot a 
i gun handler 
would be to subject him to artificial 
Nconditions of fear, anxiety and excite- 
ment, such as_he might encounter in 
ithe woods, and observe his reactions. 
What state could possibly bear the cost 
of such an undertaking?” 

That stopped me. Yet Doc’s cold 
logic irritated me, too. For I’ve met far 
oo many hunters who appeared simi- 
larly resigned to the fact that any real 
lsolution to the hunting accident prob- 
Jem would come slowly, if at all. Mean- 
hwhile the accident rate becomes alarm- 
ingly worse each year. In Pennsylvania 
alone during 1947 there had been 455 
laccidents from hunting. 

For years sportsmen have discussed 
ithe possibility of conducting fitness 
‘examinations for hunters. A few years 
ago this very magazine, conducting a 
poll of nine recognized authorities in 
the outdoor field, discovered that seven 
'oft them favored examining hunters be- 
fore issuing them licenses. 

Yet what had come of it? Exactly 
what have we done over the years to 
lreduce our shameful accident rate? 

I decided to find out. After all, sports- 
jmen represent one-sixth of the nation’s 
|population. During 1948 some 25 mil- 
llion licensed hunters and fishermen 
|spent an estimated $5 billion in pursuit 
jof their sport. Surely an army that size 
jcould make its weight felt in no uncer- 
tain terms. 

In a coast to coast survey, I con- 
'tacted state conservation commissioners, 
)federal officials, outdoor writers, sports- 
men’s clubs, medical societies—anyone 
who might have suggestions for solving 
the accident problem once and for all. 
Result: negative! True, I got a lot of 
sincere replies and several suggestions, 
both good and bad. But the general 
attitude seemed to be one of doubt 
that anything really worthwhile could 
be accomplished—especially in the near 
future. 

Here are the more important of the 
good suggestions: (1) Better educa- 
tion and training of sportsmen in safety 
practices, (2) stricter laws, (3) youth 
training, (4) compulsory accident in- 
surance, (5) outlawing unsafe firearms, 
(6) compulsory hunting accident re- 
ports, (7) compulsory wearing of red 
in woods, (8) later daily opening and 
earlier closing hours to eliminate shoot- 
ing during periods of poor visibility, 
(9) elimination of special seasons to 
avoid heavy concentrations of hunters, 
(10) revocation of license for long 
periods upon conviction of carelessness 
in causing a hunting accident, and (11) 
limit the use of liquor to around the 
campfire at night. 

_ None of these ideas is new. Certainly, 
most of them have been in practice 
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a long time. What was wrong, then? 

Most of my informants felt that the 
answer lay in improved education and 
training of hunters, Let’s examine that 
statement. How long have you been 
buying a hunting license? Personally, 
Ive carried a gun for 25 years. I’ve 
had safety drummed into me for as long 
as I can remember; from a conscientious 
father, through magazine articles, news- 
paper accounts of accidents, safety 
slogans tacked up in hunting camps, 
pamphlets issued by helpful arms 
manufacturers. 

The result? A survey of the only four 
of the leading hunting states that main- 
tain complete accident records’ reveals 
that during the past 10 years the aver- 
age accident rate per 10,000 hunters 
has increased an average of 23.7% above 
the 1938 rate! 

Surely, if the accident rate of these 
states (Michigan, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and Wisconsin) averages so 
poorly despite approved methods of 
education and training, what must be 
the percentages in other states less 
active in attacking sportsmen’s prob- 
lems? 


| Oe present safety measures have 
saved many lives. But our record is 
still disgraceful. Surely, if the same 
number of mishaps resulted from flood 
or fire or similar catastrophe, an out- 
raged public would demand that some- 
thing be done—and fast! 

W. C. Shaffer, Chief, General Field 
Operations Division, Pennsylvania 
Game Commission, writing in his very 
good book Greed and Carelessness, 
says: “. .. A majority of the conserva- 
tion agencies, both state and private, 
are more interested in propagating and 
conserving game than they are in con- 
serving the lives of those in quest of 
the game—the hunters.” 

Writing of hunting accident statistics 
and safety measures, Mr. Shaffer makes 
a few more enlightening observations: 

“The astounding fact is that because 
of the irregularity or total lack of col- 
lecting this information, there is not a 
single person alive today who could 
accurately tell you the number of fatal 
or non-fatal hunting accidents that oc- 
curred in the United States during any 
given year...” 

And, again: “Noteworthy is the fact 
that of 46 states which responded to 
a questionnaire on the subject, 40.9% 
stated they had no laws to govern 
safety.” 

Why is this? 

I'll tell you why it is: too many of us 
accept the idea that little if anything 
can be done about the accident prob- 
lem. Too many of us place all the blame 
upon our conservation commissions. Ac- 


tually, no group of officials in this” 


country receives more unwarranted 
criticism and abuse than do our con-

“When one guy in my _ boat 
hooked five fish in succession while 
the rest of us never got a rap?” 

“Simple,” retorted Larsen. “You ac- 
eount for that the same way you 
account for one guy winning all the 
cash in a crap game.”

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L HAD stormed throughout the night 
and prospects looked bleak when my 
son Phil and I clai tered out of bed 
at three-thirty in the :norning of July 
24. Rain still pounded on the roof of 
our cottage at Moccasin Lodge on the 
shore of magnificent Lac Court O- 
Reilles, located about ten miles south- 
east of Hayward, Wisconsin. é 
Shortly after four o’clock we gath- 
ered our tackle, put on raincoats and 
hied for the dock. It was still raining, 
but the thunder by now had become 
only a low rumble in the distance. The 
wind was blowing from a southerly di- 
rection and the surface of the waters 
was dark and ruffled.

his back when he turned and rolled 
away from the bait and his back alone 
was four feet long.

The rain changed to a drizzle by the 
time we reached the extreme east cor- 
ner of Moccasin Bar. Phil rowed the 
boat. fairly close to the rushes and 
weeds as we worked along at medium 
speed. The lure, a chub-finished Pike- 
Oreno, wobbled and shimmied about 
six to eight feet down, over a bottom 
of anywiere from ten to fifteen feet 
deep. The waters were still ruffled and 
the wind was just right. I was using a 
light South Bender rod, four feet and 
eleven inches long. My, reel was a South 
Bend Perfectoreno, the line a Gladding 
Invincible 30-pound test. To this I had 
attached an eight-inch wire leader with 
Cooper snap and swivel. It’s a good 
outfit for musky fishing. 

By the time the boat had traveled a 
hundred feet from the edge of the bar, 
I felt a terrific strike. It seemed for a 
moment as though I had snagged a 
sturgeon in the nose, for the fish did 
not. move at first. Then I could feel that 
tell-tale back and forth movement of 
the fish’s body, and I realized I had

hooked into one of the big muskies we 
had been fishing for during the past 
six weeks. 

“Son, I’m into one this time!” I yelled 
to Phil. “Now do just as I tell you and 
we'll try to land him somehow.” 

Without any instructions, Phil, who 
is an experienced muskellunge fisher- 
man himself and a licensed guide, 
rowed slowly into deeper water. It was 
necessary for me to let out line as the 
fish refused to follow. Finally the big 
‘lunge began to move forward slowly 
and I could feel his great strength and 
weight. I realized then that I would 
have to let the huge fish fight me, 
rather than attempt to lead him around. 
So Phil and I decided to “set it out” 
for as long as the fish wished to take 
charge. 

In handling any unusually large 
musky it is wise to let the fish lead the 


‘battle. Trying to “horse” him is impos- 


sible without breaking the line or rod. 
But the fish will tire eventually after 
fighting the resistance of a taut line 
and a heavy boat. Big fish are not spec- 
tacular. They do not leap and swirl 
like the smaller muskies. My record fish 
reminded me more of fishing for tuna. 
Actually, the fight was mostly a grim 
tug-of-war with a giant that refused to 
show himself.

A FRIEND of mine who is one of the 
many thousands of young Americans 
who have been living on borrowed time 


occupied France and was picked up by 
a unit of the French underground. They 
salvaged him as a matter of course and 
welcomed him as a friend and ally. 
But he told me that these hard-boiled 
cutthroats showed their greatest en- 
thusiasm over his .45 A.C.P. They re- 
garded him merely as a new recruit for 
their band of dynamiters and sudden 
death but the .45 A.C.P. was to them a 
pear! beyond price. 

It was the same in the Old War. The 
officers of infantry regiments of the 
French and British Armies held the .45 
Auto in high esteem and tried by every 
means fair or questionable to get posses- 
sion of one of these pistols. These 
brothers for all their gentle manners and 
Chesterfieldian courtesy were tough 
lads, veterans of many of the deadly 
close quarter fights that have no place 
in written history but were so charac- 
teristic of the trench warfare of 1914-18. 

The Germans appeared to regard the 
45 A.C.P. as a deadlier and more re- 
liable combat weapon than their own 
Luger and in this conviction at least 
they were right for once, for the Luger 
lacked the terrific punch of the Colt’s 
230-grain slug and it was prone to jam. 

But for all its well deserved reputa- 
tion as a fighting weapon, the .45 A.C.P. 
has never been held in high esteem 


by the target shooters who prefer the 


revolver because it is easier to hold and 
is somewhat superior to the automatic 
pistol in accuracy. 

Theoretically, at least, the .45 A.C.P. 
or any other good pistol should have 
greater accuracy than a revolver, since 


every cartridge is fired in the same 


chamber and the chamber, like that of 
a rifle, is an integral part of the barrel 
so that there is no escape of gas at the 
front of the chamber and the bullet

The recoil of the new cartridge is 
noticeably less than that of the standard 
load and while it has been designed to 
meet the special requirements of the 
target shooter, there appears to be no 
‘reason why it shouldn't be superior to 
the old cartridge for all purposes. 


DUCK STAMP NOW $2 


THE long-awaited two-dollar duck 
stamp became a reality last August 
1 when the Johnson-Thompson 
Duck Stamp Bill, which has been 
vigorously supported by sportsmen 
throughout the country, became 
law. Its Passage opens the way to 
vastly improved duck shooting in 
the future. 

The important features of the 
bill are: (1) the price of the duck 
stamp rises from $1 to $2; (2) 
10% of the revenues received from 
its sale will be spent for protection 
of migratory waterfowl; (3) 90% 
of the revenue will be ered to ac- 
quire and operate sanctuaries, and 
(4) the provision that not more 
than 25% of newly acquired ref- 
uges may be opened to public hunt- 
ing under certain conditions. 

Sportsmen everywhere are grate- 
ful to Senator Edwin C. Johnson, 
Colo., and Congressman Clark W. 
Thompson, Texas, for the part they 
played in the final passage of the 
measure.

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cluster off to the left, like I did when 
I was a kid and had to use dead birds 
for decoys,” I suggested. Red grinned, 
likely remembering something of the 
same sort in his own experience, so we 
sharpened four willow twigs and ran 
them under the neck skin and into the 
base of the skulls. Two rubber bands to 
each bird held the wings snug against 
the bodies. 

A flock went by while we put the 
finishing touches on the four decoy 
birds and Red looked longingly at them 
as they slid into the bend a couple of 
hundred yards to. the northwest. 

“There’s a flock might have given us 
some shooting,” he said.

eric have long since agreed 
that fish are not color blind. They seem 
to like some colors and dislike others 
but deciding which colors or combina- 
tions they prefer is not so simple. My 
guess is that fish are like people and 
while they may follow certain general 
rules theyre not going to be consistent. 
A few of them are probably a little 
eccentric, anyway, and delight in color 
combinations which other fish would 
give a wide berth. ; 

It is generally conceded that wild, 
unfished-for trout like bright and gaudy 
flies while those under heavy fishing 
pressure favor.drab and dull-colored 
creations. That is an over-simplification. 
The truth is more likely to be that wild 
trout will take almost any fly and the 
educated trout will take only those 
which imitate in color and action their 
natural food as they see it. To back 
this up, let's remember that a Black 
Gnat, for just one example, is a good 
wilderness fly but is very. subdued in 
tone. A Dark Cahill or a Quill Gordon, 
killers on the smartest of our trout, 
are also very effective for their dumb 
brethren back in the bush and a bright 
green fly, as vivid as a St. Patrick’s 
Day parade, may be more effective than 
any other when the leaf rollers are

bass don’t like drab ones? 


dropping into our ultra-civilized 
streams. 

One day on a trout stream where 
the fishing had been intensive for weeks 
and low water made the fish relatively 
easy to see but practically impossible 
to catch, a novice cast out a weird 
arrangement of purple, bright yellow 
and strong green, tied on a number 
4 hook. The darn thing took two of 
the largest trout in the pool. The 
sentence that comes to mind in de- 
scribing such a fly is No self-respecting 
trout would look at it. The trouble is, 


we as anglers tend to judge flies on the - 


basis of our own likes and dislikes 
and, because we become conventional 
and settle into a rut we think any fly 
is unnatural if it is bright or made up 
of certain colors. Knowing that most 
bright colored flies do not work well, 
we get a feeling that all such flies 
are useless. We decide there’s no fish 
appeal in bright green or yellow or red 
or wild mixtures of color. Who ever 
heard of an insect so garish? Well, 
we all have if we'll stop to think a 
minute. Ever see a katydid, or a luna 
moth or a monarch butterfly or a lady- 
bug? The list could fill pages and 
each one would be as bright as a

Most fishermen 
find when they start checking up 
they catch most of their fish on th 
lures they fish with most of the tim 
And it would be strange, indeed, if it 
were otherwise. We change over to our 
second and third choices only after 
our first choice in color or action has 
failed to produce. That puts two strikes 
against the others right off the bat. 
They see action only on the bum day: 
Usually, too, because we're disgusted 
with our luck by that time we keep 
switching fairly frequently, failing to 
give them half the opportunity we give 
our favorites. a 
The title of this article may have 
led you to expect some advice on the 
subject of color. Here it is. Fish with 
the colors you think a fish should like: 
If they don’t react, keep changing until 
you find color schemes that will take 
fish. Don’t worry too much about imitat 
ing a fish’s food. A bright red and chalk 
white plug is like nothing living in 
nature. When you find color schemes 
both you and the fish can agree on 
they'll be your favorites and youl 
work them hard. However, be sure the 
colors you and the fish both like are 
part of the lure that the fish can see. 
The tricky designs on the tops of float 
ing bugs or plugs are wasted on the 
fish no matter how effective they may 
be on the angler who buys them. —

He crossed 
the finish line first and won the useful 
sum of $1,000 for doing so, but there 
were also five other drivers in the mass 
of boats astern who also took individ- 
ual honors as winners, substantially 
attested by a $500 prize to each, not 
to mention second and third prizes 
ranging from $250 down. The fact that 
one of the late-arriving winners crossed 
the finish line a full three hours after 
Scott didn’t alter that. 


HIs would also be our idea of giving 

everybody concerned a fair break. 
You could hardly ask a man operating 
a 10-horsepower outboard motor to 
keep up with and nose out the driver 
of a 50 hp. plant. Yet it has proved 
practical for both to be in the same 
race. Come one, come all is the wel- 
coming marathon motto. But naturally, 
you have to go by a set of rules. Chaos 
would result without them. 

Stock outboard racing in one form 
and another has been booming, the 
marathons being its best advertised 
and most spéctacular feature. Racing 
rules originated by the Outboard Boat- 
ing Club of America are being used 
with success by numerous boat clubs 
in local regattas. This is a handicap 
system with all boats raced as a single 
class. The Albany-New York system of 
rules ‘is quite different and provides for 
six classes. The fact that it has been 
generally adopted—although some- 
times with slight changes—by other 
marathons throughout the country ap- 
pears to signify its success. 

A clear grasp of how the rules work 
is not only of interest but essential to 


‘the understanding of a marathon race. 


In the first place, only hulls designed 
for family utility service are eligible, of 
displacement or monoplane type, each 
with a seating capacity for a specified 
number of people.

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TARTING YOUNG BEAGLES 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, 


Neos about this time every year 
the sporting spotlight has turned its 
full brilliance on the sport of rabbit 
hunting. More hunting trousers” are 
snagged, more boots are worn out and 
more shotgun shells are fired in the 
pursuit of Molly Cottontail than in any 
other form of American huiting. And 
Brer Rabbit’s family puts more meat 
on the sportsman’s table than any other 
species of wildlife. 

The average rabbit hunter is not a 
yery vocal fellow when it comes to 
discussing his favorite sport. But let 
some legal measure that is threatening 
to its continuance raise its head and 
you can hear him speak his piece in no 
uncertain terms. Look at him with an- 
alytical eyes and you'll find him a rather 
husky sort of chap, capable of tramp- 
ing miles over rough terrain, generally 
given to minding his own business in 
his daily life and somewhat shy about 
blowing his own horn. 

He’s generally a one- or two-dog 
man, but he may be the richest man in 
the community and the owner of a 
pack of hounds. He may also be a man

The beagle makes the rabbit hunt, 


Here’s how to start the puppy 


who is having a hard time making ends 
meet... but still with a pack. His 
parents may have been steerage immi- 
grants, or he may have descended from 
the founders of this country. Be that 
as it may, Mister Rabbit Hunter is 
generally a good American and his 
sport is definitely a part of the Ameri- 
can way of life. 

The tools of his trade are simple— 
a shotgun, or even a .22 rifle—and a 
dog or two or three, good, bad or in- 
different. Almost any kind of dog will 
start and run a rabbit, at least for a 
short way. But almost any kind of dog 
will not do for the rabbit hunter who 
wants to get the most enjoyment out 
of his sport. 

By far the most popular rabbit dog 
in this country is the beagle hound. 
This little dog is built right, imbued 
with an intense hunting desire, pos- 
sessed of a musical voice and game to 
the core. While fast enough, his short 
legs carry him at a pace that generally 
keeps Br’er Rabbit on the move without 
causing him to leave his regular haunts. 
This is all to the good for if the hunter 


* 


will study the terrain carefully, select 
a good vantage point and remain still, 
the rabbit will generally come hippity 
hopping along within gun range even 
tually. . 

In ‘comparison with bird dogs, re 
trievers or spaniels, beagles require 
little training . . . provided they have 
been started right. When allowed to 
develop and hunt without any control 
they are liable to gain faulty habits 
which are sometimes difficult to correct. 

There are three ways of starting a 
young beagle—by himself, with other 
puppies, or with older dogs. Whethel 
you have an entire litter or a single 
puppy to start, rabbit hounds should 
be so treated that they will have re 
spect and affection for you. Use the 
same whistle or call at each feeding 
time so that they will become familia 
with it and associate it with reward. 
the first trip afield the puppy will prob: 
ably trail along close to you for he 
doesn’t know what it’s all about. Take 
him a reasonable distance into 
cover. Stop in a spot where the cove

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dog cannot see you for any considerable 
distance. Stand still for a few minutes 
and allow the puppy to investigate 
things about him. The various smells 
will be enticing and before he knows 
it he will have wandered farther away 
than he realizes. When you are sure 
he cannot see you, quickly shift your 
position to a spot fifty or sixty feet 
away and again remain still and quiet. 
The puppy will come back to where he 
left you and when he finds you gone, 
will do some scurrying about to locate 
you. Let him get all excited with that 
lost feeling. Then give the familiar call 
that you have been giving at feeding 
time and watch him scramble his way 
to you. 

It is, of course, essential that your 
young dog learn to obey certain simple 
commands which will add much pleas- 
ure to your hunting in days to come, 
He must learn his name. This is taught 
him by using it whenever you speak 
to him. He should be taught instantly 
to obey the command, “Come _ here.” 
Response to this command and the 
command, “Whoa” constitutes about all 
the yard breaking a beagle needs. If 
you want him to retrieve, start teach- 
ing him this accomplishment while he 
is still a puppy and will take to it in 
a playful mood. And, of course, if your 
dog will heel at command; this will 
greatly simplify matters when taking 
him through traffic or to and from the 
hunting grounds. 


N STARTING your puppy, don’t rush 

him too much. Just let him go along 
in his own way, snooping about here 
and there. Take it easy with him and 
never let him get tired. If he should 
come across a rabbit all the better, but 
his first lessons should be concerned 
with getting acquainted with the brush 
and learning how to handle himself 
in it. If he jumps a rabbit, let him com- 
pletely alone. Don’t rush in and try 
to help him trail it. This will only con- 
fuse him. What he needs to learn just 
now is what this is all about. He'll 
catch on soon enough. After a few at- 
tempts to trail, only to come to a loss, 
you may help him—provided you know 
where the rabbit went and where the 
correct line is. Just be sure you know 
what youre doing before you try to 
help him. 

A short cut to getting him started 
can be found in the use of a liberated 
rabbit. If you are hard put to find 
sufficient game in your hunting coun- 
try, the use of liberated rabbits will 
pay off training dividends worth far 
more than the cost of the rabbits. Sev- 
eral bunnies should be purchased at a 
time. 

Take the puppies into an open field 
practically barren of cover. Select a 
spot as far away from heavy cover as 
possible. Have an assistant hold the 
puppies in the collar while you give 


them a good look at the rabbit. Hol 
it in front of them by the ears and 
it wiggle and squirm. Be careful not t 
let the rabbit kick one of the young 
sters, though, for those hind legs r) 
a discouraging wallop. When the pup 
pies are in a frenzy, put the rabbi 
down about ten feet in front of then 
in plain view. It will probably hop 
about a bit before it realizes that it i 
no longer confined. Then it will prob 
ably go into high and start for distant 
parts. At this point loose the struggling 
young hounds and let Nature take its 
course. Be sure to wait till the rabbi 
is well under way before releasing the 
puppies. If they catch him, all well and 
good. Let them have their reward, 
After a few catches, they'll take 
hunting with the greatest enthusi 
asm. 


eas: one or two puppies with at 
older hound is another good meth 
od. On the first few trips out, keep the 
youngsters near you and let the ol 
dog do the hunting. Then when h 
starts a rabbit, put the youngsters im 
If they want to hunt with the old dog, 
let them go. What you particularl 
want is to have the youngsters in ox 
a sight race as soon as possible. It may 
be short, for a rabbit has an uncanny 
way of dodging in and out of cover 
lose his pursuers, but it will give the 
young dogs a great incentive to pick 
up the trail. 
Once they have started trailing fairly 
well, you should look out for littl 
habits’ which may develop into bat 
faults with which you will have mn 
patience in the days to come. Som 
of these are “pottering,” back-castin 
or back-trailing. Sometimes the scet 
of the trail becomes so intoxicati 
that the puppy would just as soon tr 
the wrong end of the line as the righ 
one. You can be sure that theyll a 
make mistakes but this practice ¢é 
become a habit unless it’s nipped 
the bud. Be sure, however, that y¢ 
know the right end of the trail a 
where it leads before you stop # 
puppy from his efforts. To try to p 
him on a trail when you don't kne 
exactly where it is is only apt to coi 
fuse him. Let him do a little bat 
tracking to see if he doesn’t reali 
his mistake himself. When you are su 
he doesn’t know he is wrong and 
are sure you know the right end, it 
time enough to try to help him untang 
his checks. Don’t allow him to deve 
the habit of pottering or dallying t 
long on game scent. But at the sam 
time, don’t rush him too hard. Let hi 
develop naturally. Hunting him oft 
but not too long at a time is the b 
method. When the spirit of hunt 
is firmly imbued in him, and it 
in every well-bred young beagle, 
it is time enough to take steps to & 
rect his faults and errors.

Breeder and Sportsman News 


By Captain Amos L. Horst

AorrontaiL rabbits have always 
sen abundant in the U. S., but im- 
‘oved firearms, plus the automobile, 
ave reduced the supply to its lowest 
»b in years. 

The most alarming report comes 
om Monmouth County, N. Y., where 
Harry Rossback claims rabbits have 
een virtually wiped out in whole town- 
Lips, and owners of beagles have prac- 
eally abandoned hope of continuing 
leir favorite sport. This sportsman, 
ke many others, realizes that some- 
ling must be done by the hunters to 
mtinue the sport. 

The rabbit problem is common _ to 
any states. Importing cottontails has 
roven very expensive with results un- 
artain. While rabbits have declined in 
den areas, they have increased in 
wns, parks, and other closed areas, so 
ve trapping and transferring them to 
pen areas has been very successful. 
ennsylvania carried on the largest op- 
‘ation of its kind, moving as many as 
5,000 cottontails to open areas. 
States like West Virginia and Ohio 
ave also taken steps to provide food 
ad cover for native rabbits, and other 
ates are following this example. 
The cottontail needs help from all 
,ortsmen. One important job is to limit 
ie daily kill on highways by motorists. 
nother is predator control work. And 
nce parks and other closed areas pro- 
ide ideal breeding grounds, we sug-

gest that all groups interested in wild- 
life restoration help to make the most 
of these natural breeding grounds. 

Game management rather than re- 
stocking is the important factor in our 
rabbit supply. In most areas the farmer 
holds the key to the rabbit population, 
because most rabbits live on farms. 
Research men tell us, “Much of the 
success of rabbit hunting will depend 
on the willingness of landowners to 
alter their farming practices to create 
better habitat, and upon the willingness 
of sportsmen to aid them, financially or 
otherwise, toward this end.” 

Although rabbits can be raised suc- 
cessfully in captivity, close confinement 
deprives them of their wild qualities | 
necessary for survival after release, and 
to provide good hunting, so the most 
practical plan is to raise rabbits under 
wild conditions. This offers an excellent 
opportunity for Scouts, farmers, 4-H 
Clubs, and especially sportsmen. Indi- 
vidual hunters as well as club groups 
could easily help their own sport by 
improving conditions for rabbits to 
breed and survive. Even a city park 
could be used for this work, but a rural 


community would be preferable, be- 


cause it could be done with a minimum | 


amount of money. Wire could be ob- 
tained for an enclosure if necessary to 
protect all rabbits against predators, 
which would include stray dogs, cats, or 
wild animals. .
